The experience of the chalrman In hunt-
ing for a satlsfactory location for the head-
quarters has emphasized his Impression of
the faot that we are living In republican
times. It has been a number of yeara gince
any cnmpalgn commitiea found It so diM-
cilt to secure quarters {nh Omaha, Sufll-
clently commodious apartments located any-
where near the business center of the city
are nlmost impossible to secure at any price,
Mr, Collips has spent most of hls s&pare
time for a week searching through down-
town ofMeo bulldings, and has barely suc-
ceeded 1o fnding rooms that ean be made to
answor his purpose. ln fact none of the lo-
oations avallable provide all the accommo-
datlons consldered desirable,

In discuseing his plans for the campalgn
Chairman Collins eald that his primary ob-
ject will ba to effect the most complete and
thorough organization possible. *'1 proposc
to make the campaign as nggrossive and el-
feotlve ns Is In my power,” he asserted,
“and 1 regard organization as the principal
foundation for succoess. 1 will take care of
the county fight to the best of my ability,
but, to bo succeseful, I must have the hearty
co-operation of my colleagues on the com-
mittes and reopublicans in general. I have
every reason to expect that my support will
be dlsinterested and euthuslastie, and 1 shall
go Into the contest with mors confllence
than 1 bave ever felt before at the hegin-
ning of an important campalgn. There wus

The
politiclans who are managing the Holeomb
campalgn still  insist on the street that,
while Judge Recso is one of the strongest
men the republicans could heve nominated,
they still have a =ufficlent majority remain-
ing In the state to pull thelr man through.
1t is significant, however, that, alnce Judge
Reese was nominated, the most strenuous
efforts are belng made to induce Bryan to
protract ‘his Nebraska campalgn, The pllote
admit that thelr only chance of succtess lles
in Bryan's abllity to induce hias friends to
support Holecomb for his own preservation.
They do not hesitate to concede that, if the
two candldates for the supreme bench were
running on thelr own individual merits,
Judge Reesp would sweep the state, They
cling to the hope, however, that the in-
fluenca of the Bryan personality will onoce
more be polent to keep some part of thelr
previous majority in line,

It hnd been previously arranged that
Bryan should lenve Nebraska October 1 and
epend the rest of the month in other states,
returnlpg to Nebraska just before election.
It is stated that his outside dates are al-
rendy fixed to October 20 and the local man-
agers are now engaged in a desperate effort
to 1nduce the national committee to send
Dryan back here during the lust ten days of
the month, At ¢he same timoe a strenuous
appenl has gone out for the presence of as
many of the best stump speakers from other
states ns can possibly bo thrown into Ne-
braskas during the last threo woeks of the
campalgn, In eplte of the confidence ex-
pressed at popocratie headguarters every
move of the steering committee s fudicative
of a growing conviction that nothing bhut
the most desperale measures can save the
state for Bryan,

The recent democratlo endorsement of 8.
I. Gordon for police judge Is apother ghost
that refusca to down., The democratic city
convention was almoest unanlmously opposed
to Gordon's nominatlon, but, by declaring
a recess, durlng which some of the candi-
dates busled themselves In an earnest ap-
peal to the delegatos to do anything the pops
wanted, the delegates were Induced to swal-
low Gordon with as much grace as could be
expeocted. The endorsement of Gordon was
malnly the result of the personnl solloita-
tlons of Jobn Power, who was anxlous to ac-
complish something that would win populist
voles for hils own candldacy, and now n lot
of the democrats declare that Power might
belter have attended to his own business.

stock of the Oregon Ratlway & Navigallon
company, also the common stock of that
system not alrebdy owned by the Oregon
| Short Line, the Unlon Paclfie will bring into
one great system  these three railronds.
The Importance of such A move can rondily
{ be apprecinted when It {g remembered that
the Oregon Short Line Is the connection of
the Unloa Paclfic at Granger, Wyo.,, and
extends to Huntlngton, Ore.,, where It con-
nects with the Oregon Rallroad and Naviga-
tion company, which has a direct line to
Portland,

The directors of the Unlon Pacific assert
that this complete absorption eun he ob-
talned by the lssue and exchange for the
outstanding preferred and common stock
of the Oregon Rallroad and Navigaticn
company, and the bonds of the Oregon Bhurt
Line or Unlon Pacific preferred and com-
mon stock in amounts equal to the securi-
ties desired. In order to bring this about a
change in the charter of the Union Paclfic
is necesary to make elich an  exchange,
The preferred ecapital stock will have to be
inereased by $25,000,000, and the common
capltal stock, $7,718,600, This will bring
the entire amount of capltallization of the
Union Pacific to $186,178,700, and it Is pto-
posed, in the event of the changing of the
charter, to have thls capital stock repre-
gonted by 1,961,787 shares, each of a par
‘alue of $100, and each  entitled to
onae vote at any meeting of
the stockholdera, Of such capital stock 1,-
000,000 shares may be lssued as preferred
stoock and 961,787 shares as common stock.

It 1s likely that the distinction between
the preferred and common stock will be
deslgnated so that the preferred stock shall
be eptitled In preference and priority over
the commeon stock of the corporation to Jdivi-
dends In each and every fiseal year at a rate
not exceeding 4 per cent per annum, pay-
albile out of net profits, Such dividends will
be non-cumulative and the preferred stock
will be entitled to no other or further share
of the profits,

Stockholders of the Unlon Paclfic express
themselves almoet unanimously in favor of
this plan, and its completion according to
tho terms set forth in the foregolng Is a
cortainty, Such an absorption as proposed
will maka of the Unlon Paclfic and Its allled
tranches one of the greatest, most powerful
and influential rallway systems in the world,
This special meoting of stockholders on the
fth of next month to conslder this proposi-
tlon will be followed on Tuesday, October 10,
by the aonual meeting of the stockholders,
to be held in dhe Sult Lake offices of the
Union Paclfic, for tho election of filteen

Extent of the Business Qarried On in the
Northwestern Part of the State.

FACTS ABOUT WOOL AND MUTTON BELT

How the Flocks Are Managed In
Saommer nand Winter—=Finest
Ruange in the Wenst—=The

Wool Clip.

L. M, Ormsby of Fremont, Neb.,, now an
extensive sheep ralser In Wyoming, was In
Omnha this weelc feeling the pulse of the
mutton market, Mr, Ormaby's headnuarters
s Casper, the thriving wool center of Wy-
oming, whence ars shipped millions of
pounds of wool annually, Last year the
wool cllip amounted to 4,000,000 pounds, and
estimates for thls year place the ellp at
7,000,000 pounds, Natrona, Cooverse nnd
Johnson eounties, each larger than sgome
eisiarn states, are the great sheep feeding
sootions of thie state. Ten years ngo there
was searcely a flock In that reglon, Now
thera are tens of thousands, vielding in-
comes hardly surpassed by ecatllemen of
twonly years ago, Omaha {s the great mar-
ket for Wyoming, Before markeling, how-
evar, sheop are put in prime condition with
Nebraska corn and Nebraska gross,

How the Business In Conduncoted,

“Wao run our sheep In bands of about 2,000
each,” sald Mr. Ormsby, *and have one man
and a shepherd dog 10 a band, With every
two bands there 1s usually a camp-mover,
whose duty §s to bhunt range and water and
move the camps there when the feed
around the last location has been exhausted.
The herder must keep hls sheep on gaod
feed all the time. With every band there
goes o sheep wagon, which is o house on
wheels, contalulng a bed, oupboard, cook-
stove, cooklng utenslls, provislons, ete., At
night ths herder bringa the sheeop In around
the camp, and as plenty of bells are kept
o them he 8 supposed to hear the disturb-
anva should a mounialn llon, coyate or other
animal get among them, and hurry out with
his gun 1o protect the flock. This happens

nearly every nlght, a8 these anlmals are
nwmerous and destructive.

“After (he lambing and shearlng time
Is over, usuafly by the end of May, the

flocka start for the summer ranges, which
are generally In the mountalpns, Last sum-
mer we had 6,000 of our sheep In the Big
Horn snountains, st an altitude of about
10,000 feet, and the reat about 160 miles
awny in another sectlon. It la very beau-
tiful up Iin the mountalns. We were near
Cloud park, nearly 14,000 feet above the sen
lavel, and In two hours' ride from the eamp
wo could reach perpetusl snow. Tt snowad
every month In the summer, and {ce froze
evory night In our enmp. The stronms were
filled with trout, and on the mountaing there
were deer, ¢lk, grouse and other game.

""The sheep have there fine feed and
plenty of pure, foe-cold water, but it s
dangerous, by reason of the snow, to Keesp
them in the mountains after Soplember,
o we move them down into the vitlley,
where they remaln untll the snow comes
Then they are taken Into the bad Manda for
Lthe winter. A#8 there l8 no water In these
Bad Lands, the grass cannot bhe fed off In
the summer, and this consequantly leaves n
good winter range. The sheep can gel sunw
In tha winter and don't need water, while
wéa melt the enow for cooking and drinking
and for the horses, The Bad Lande ure a
ramirkably rough and broken country, and
this protecta the sheep from the severily of
the winter's storms. Wa &tay by them In
winter's blizzards just as we do In the sum-
mer, and with the thermomeler somellenes
Al 40 degreca below 22ro 1t s no plenle

Shenring Tine.
“The winter over, the shearing sonson ba-

gins and is ended by the laet of May or
June, accordingly as It wis begun before or
after the lnmblug time. Untll within the
last thrae yvears the shoaring way mostly
done at the rallroad pens, the sheep belng
driven there for that purpose and then
tiken back to the range. Now mont of the

**Most of the shearing 18 done by hand with
sheep ehears, The shearers genecrally go in
gangs of from ten to twenty, one man aoct-
Ing aa foreman and moking all the con-
tracts and attending to all the business. The
men will ghenr on an average 100 gheep euch
per day, They tle up the wool, put the!
sheep In thelr stalls and take the shorn!
ones out. I met one man who had shorn
220 sheep In a day, but the record is held by
one who sheared over 300 In ten hours. This
may sesim 4 protly big atory to eastern sheep|
men, but It Is true. There I8 a steam a!mar-l
Ing plant in Casper, with a capacity of 8,600
sheap per day. An ordipary workman cnni
learn to use those clippers In a doy or two
and, while he can't whear any more sheep
per day than by hand, better and nlcer work
is done and the sheep are not so badly cut
as they often are by the hand shears. The
fleecos here will average about eight pounds
in welght. The leading wool buyoers of Olj-
eago, Philadelphla and Boeten are all repre-
sented here. Laout season I shipped about
1,000,000 pounds to one Chleage firm. There
were 4,000,000 pounds shipped from Casper
lnst year and this year it will be more.”
